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Romance and Reality. 

A short time ago an inquest was held in 
London on the body of one Mr. Meves, who, 
it is claimed, was Louis Charles de Bourbon, 
son of Louis Sixteenth. The London Star 
says : 

" To establish the identity of the deceased, 
the new claimant to the throne of France, 
the lineaments of whom would bear out a 
lineage of the Bourbons, swore .that his fath- 
er, Whilst an infant, was brought over to 
England in the charge of a maid of honor to 
the child's mother, Marie Antoinette. The 
troubles of- the French revolution rendered 
this speedy removal of the Dauphin of 
France necessary for i ts safety ; ami previ- 
ous to the young Dauphin's sudden removal, 
a minute medical inspection of the child 
was taken by the medical authorities and 
court attendants of Marie Antoinette, the cer- 
tificates of whom are now carefully preserv. 
ed ill the French archives. The whole of 
these marks were found on the body of the 
deceased, as certified to by three medical 
men. The maid of honor who brought the 
Dauphin over to this country, afterwards 
married a gentleman of the name of Meves, 
and the child was brought up in that name. 
For some English State reasons, the Dau- 
phin was kept in ignorance of his royal 
birth : and although the most distinguished 
noblemen in France paid the deceased every 
homage, it was but upon the death of the 
supposed mother ho first learned the secret 
that Louis Fhillippe, the dethroned, and oth- 
ers, had been usurpers. Upon the death of 
Madame Meves, the deceased lost his for- 
tune in some stock exchange transactions, 
and having a peculiar taste for music, M. 
Meves and his two sons devoted themselves 
to the art in question. - ' 

Mr. Charles Dickens had formed the ac- 
quaintance of the deceased, and had induc- 
ed him to write his memoirs, which are to 
be published. 

About the same time another discovery 
was made, A Mr. George Gordon Byron 
claims to be a son of the great poet The 
case got into the newspapers, and the fol- 
lowing is stated to be the nature ol the claim 

"Lord Byron was lawfully married to I 
another woman at the period of his marriage 
with Miss Milbanke, and ho (Mr. Geo. G. 
Byron,) was the issue of this first union; 
that he has been induced by a sufficient j 
' consideration' to keen the matter quiet dur- 
ing the lifetime of Lady Byron, but now that 
who is dead, and that Ada Byron, her only 
child, is dead, thero is no reason why ho 
should be silent longer.''

It is said that London 
fashionable life— so unlike what she had 
beeu accustomed at home — proved injuri- 
ous to her heatth; and old Mr. Yates was 
afterwards acoustomed to say, ' If Robert 
hadn't made our Nelly a lady, she might 
ha' been living yet !' "

lowed for the completion of the public 
business, and for members to enjoy their 
•fitim cum dignitatc, decorating themselves^ 
with the laurels acquired in ihe ser 
vice of their country,— yet they still '' peri- 
odically" visit the House of Representa- 
tives and the Council Chamber, and from 
all sppearances their labors have scarcely 
begun. It might be expecting too much to 
exact of raw recruits as soldierly an ap- 
pearance on parade as would be re- 
quired of veterans, or to imagine that one 
short campaign would metamorphose 
taw recruits into veterans ; still it would 
be but natural to expect some evidence of 
their training after live months in the service. 
In this light we view the small Legislature of 
this colony, and after making all due allow- 
ance for lack of experience, and paucity of 
numbers, we cannot say that it is what it 
ought to be, or maets, in a proper sense, 
public expectation. Tho first Assembly 
tendered itself as immortal by doing noth- 
ing, us the first Legislature of California did 
when it acquired the soubriquet of "the Legis 
lalure of a thousand and one drinks." But 
so far, our second representative body bids 
fair to excel their predecessors in office, or 
like Ihe slump orator who boasted that he 
had inherited nothing from his father, and 
had honestly preserved his patrimony, they 
may brag that their predecessors were al- 
ways at zero, and that they are prepared to 
keep the mercury of the political thermome- 
ter at the same point. " Comparisons are 
odious " sometimes. Yet it may be neces- 
sary to use them, in order to measure one 
thing by another, according to an acknowl- 
edged standard. 

With this view compare the small legisla- 
ture of Prince Edward's Island with the 
illustrious wittenageraolte here, and we find 
that after a forty-days session, forty-five bills 
wcra passed, when the former was pro- 
rogued ; whilst a five months' session of the 
latter has resulted only in the passage of one 
or two unimportant bills that are neither 
hero nor there in their immediate influence 
on ihe country. ''■ Comparisons are odious," 
evidently, in thia case, or we must conclude 
that the march of empire westward has been 
productive of that millennial reign, where "all 
know the way of righteousness and walk 
therein,"— and that we are a model of per- 
fection. We are far, however, from that 
happy period. Instead of streets paved with 
(jold, in.a few weeks we shall have streets 
miry with mud ; the road to Esquimalt— 
over which ten persona pass to one overany 
other road in the colony— will be unpaya- 
ble' and instead of improving our streets to 
render the town attractive for the miners to 
winter in, and the communication With Ks- 
quiiftall safe and speedy, our Lycurgii ape 
the airs of bijj; men in a small community, 
and SO far as highways are concerned, they 
am treated with as little consideration as the 
Ways and Means. 

Were the Legislature prorogued to-day 
and were honorable gentlemen to pres- 
ent themselves before Ibeir constituents, 
what a pitiful record would bo shown. Vivo 
month* spent in balking and snarling, seve- 
ral damaged reputations, numerous violated 
pledu-s, well-tried business principles set at 

defiance, no balance sheet for the country, 

no roads, nor oveiseers of rouds, made ex-

for man's illusion given." Whether re- 
turning consciousness will induce the mor 
liberal and honest portion of the Obstruc- 
tives to reject the latter and adopt the for- 
mer wo cannot say ; but it is a desideratum 
"devoutly to be wished." We certainly 
hope to see some evidence of the kind to 
disprovo the prevalent feeling that Vancou- 
ver legislation is a waste of time, a waste of 
words, and misrepresents the intelligence 
of the country. ^^^^ 

A Charge of Burglary.— Charles Moss 
complained on Monday to Judge Pember- 
on that an Indian had entered his home 
and attempted to rob. The Indian was 
arrested, and after a partial examination, 
the Judge held the prisoner until yesterday 
for further evidence, when no person ap- 
pearing to prosecute, he discharged him. 
Moss says that he awoke and found the In- 
dian in his bedroom, with his pants and vest 
on his arms ; that the robber, on seeing that 
he was awake, darted through an open win- 
dow and esoaped, Moss firing one shot after 
him as he ran. In the morning, Moss found 
a purse, containing over $30, which was in 
the pockets of his pants when he went to 
bed, lying on a table, and also discovered 
his gaiters in the yard, with an Indian knife 
near them. He complains that the charge 
was very improperly dismissed by the Po- 
ice Judge. Mr. Pemberton says that the 
window was unfastened; consequently the 
Indian could not be detained on a charge of 
jburglary; but expresses his willingness to 
re-arrest the Indian and send tho case to ihe 
Grand Jury, if the complainant car. prove 
t hal any articles wore stolen. Mr. Moss, 
we understand, misses several articles, and 
a thorough search of the Indians hut will 
be made to-day by the police. 

Courting CASADA.-Canada was scarcely 
noticed by Royalty a year ago. A change, 
however, has lately come over the spirit of 
royal dreams. Not less than three princes 
of the blood royal will visit Canada this 
summer. First, is the heir-apparent to the 
throne, His Itoyal Highness the Prince of 
Wales, specially invited by the Canadian 
Parliament. Great preparations are being 
made in all tho principal cities to »ivo him 
a fitting reception. Prince Napoleon also 
intends paying Canada a visit at the same 
time; and Prince de Joinville has already 
arrived at Montreal. Whether these French 
Princes have any other object than the plea- 
sure of travel, it is difficult to tell. It may 
be that both wish to test their popularity 
among the French Canadians with the 
Prince of Wales ; as France still regrets the 
loss of Canada. 

Victoria Gas Companv.— This concern 
is circulating a petition for signatures, pray- 
ing tho Legislature to grant them a four- 
teen years' monopoly. VVe warn all parlies 
against lending countenance to any such 
scheme. A well-written communication 
signed "Monitor" has been received too 
late for this issue. It expresses the popular 
wish that no exclusive privilege should be 
granted. To-day, a remonstrance against 
the iniquity will be oirculated. Let every- 
body sign it, and spurn the monopoly peti- 
tion as they would a viper. If ever an ex- 
clusive privilege should bo granted for four- 
teen years, this growing <:ity will be taxed 
for light at the will and pleasure of irre- 
• ponsible parties. Let every one sign the 
remonstrance. 

Family Difficulty.— William Bilsland 
complained, yesterday, in tho Police Court 
against Alex. Henry, whom he charged 
with stealing a towel, valued at 2s. Gd. It 
came nut on the evidence that tho parties, 
with several others, had been "ranching" 
together, and were in the habit of playing 
pranks on each other; that Henry, a few 
days ago, hid the towel, and Bilsland, bo- 
coming enraged thereat, preferred tho 
charge. Judge Pemberton told the com- 
plainant the charge was frivolous, advised 
Henry to give up the towel, and dismissed 
tho case, much to the satisfaction of 
Henry's friends, who manifested their ap- 
proval by applauding the decision in the 
Court-ioom. 

A 1! no k v n Arm. — A Cliiinsean Indian 
Came 10 the Police Court yesterday, and 
Complained that a tar belonging to one of 
H. M. vessels had broken his arm with a 
club. Ii Seems that Jack was lying dead 
drunk near the Esqulfnalt road, on Monday,

Present — Speaker 
Helmcken, and Messrs. Foster, Crease, 
Wuddington, Franklin, and Cary — 6. 

After waiting about four minutes, and no 
other member appearing to form a quorum, 
Mr. Waddington— I beg, Mr. Speaker- 
Mr. Franklin, rising at the same moment, 
—Mr. Speaker, I move that the House be 
counted. 

Mr. Waddington resigned his claim to the 
floor, remarking in severe terms upon the fre- 
quency with which Messrs. Franklin and 
Cary interrupted him at every meeting. 

The Speaker decided that any question 
except one to count the House wan out of 
order. 

The House was counted and a quorum 
not being present, the House adjourned to 
Wednesday, at 3 p. m. 

As the members were leaving the House, 
two of the honorable memDers — Messrs. 
Southgate and Tulmie — were observed em. 
erging from the door of the Attorney Gene- 
ral's office, and greeted the retiring group 
with smiling countenances and expressions 
of compassion for their waste of time. 

Later From Rock Creek. — By the way 
of Olympia, we have late and important 
news from Rock Creek, in the Okanagan 
country. We copy the following from the 
Portland Advertiser. It seems to confirm 
all that has been heretofore claimed for 
those new diggings :— Mr. Block, of the 
firm of Prince, Miller & Co., at the Dalles, 
who has recently been engaged in packing 
merchandise to Colville, Rock Creek, and 
other mining localities east of the Cascades, 
exhibited to ns, says the Portland Adverti- 
ser, quite a pi lo of gold dust which has re- 
cently been taken from the Rock Creek and 
Quesnelle River diggings. The specimen 
shown us was a portion of 170 ounces 
which Mr. Block brought to this city. He 
reports three hundred miners at Rock Creek, 
the greater number of whom are doing re- 
markably well, averaging from S5 toSlO per 
day. The fact of such quantities of dust 
baing brought from the above localities, is 
the best evidence that " the mines" are not 
such a humbug as some fireside philoso- 
phers would have us believe. Tin Dalle* 
Mountaineer publishes a letter from a gen- 
tleman who has rooently traversed the 
whole of the country east of the Casoados, 
and who, in prospecting, found rich gold 
diggings on all the streams. He slates that 
from one to six ounces a day to the hand 
can be made throughout that entire region, 

The Northern Indians.— It is thought 
that as soon as the Hydahs recover their 
arms which were taken from them by the 
authorities, they will go home. They have 
made frequent applications to be allowed to 
look at their arms, but have so far been re- 
fused. The intention of the Governor 
is to keep them here until they become 
fully acquainted with the futuro policy of 
the Government as regards their manage- 
ment, when they will be allowed to leave. 

Volunteers — A volunteer rifle corpi is 
talked of at Nnnaimo, for the protection of 
that place against the incursions of northern 
savages. _____

Municipal Debt and Taxation. 

With nil its maladministration, the city of 
New York lias kept clear of deht. It has 
refused to loan its credit to Railroad and 
other corporations; and in spile of waste and 
corruption, its taxes are less than those ol 
our interior cities — less than those of con- 
servatively governed communities — anil far 
less than those of the Western cities. And 
the aggregate of piivate property is hardly 
equal to the amount of tho private obliga- 
tions. 

Speaking of Keokuk, the Chicago Press 
and Tribune says : 

" Probably no cil.y in the Northwest was 
so completely prostrated by the crisis of 1857 
as this. Its growth previous to that period 
had been very vigorous and rapid, and like 
all other new cities it had yielded to tho 
temptation to run up a large debt for the pro- 
secution of works Df local improvement that 
seemed necessary to its growth and exten- 
sion. The result was most disastrous, as in 
all other like cases. When the crisis came, 
the improvements were not half finished, 
and now they are valueless, and fast going 
to ruin, with no immediate prospect of their 
over reaching completion. 

"A large debt ifii thus fastened upon the 
oity, increasing by reason of high rates of 
interest, with no ho pe of its ever being liqui- 
dated. Dubuque, I believe, has never form- 
ally repudiated, but it can never pay, and 
might as well take the formal act ol repudi- 
ation. The influence of these misfortunes 
is very strikingly manifest in every part of 
the city. Grass may be said literally to be 
growing in the streets, and everything looks 
neglected and dilapidated," 

This form of misgovernment is not con- 
fined to tho Stales, and a letter in an ex- 
change, describing the corutition of Hamil- 
ton, in Canada West, says: 

" So heavy is the taxation hero, that all 
who are not tied down by having unsalable 
landed estates, are migrating to the States. 
The population of Hamilton has fallen oil" 
10,000 in a few years, and the numerous 
foundries and manufactories erected a few 
years since, are now closed and lei t to rot. 
The injudicious policy of allowing the 
municipality to borrow money for local im- 
provements, has roiulted disastrously for 
them, and when the money borrowed has 
to be paid, at the maturity iif their deben- 
tures, they cannot be paid ; the interest 
alone is all they can pay, and that with dif- 
ficulty. Hamilton, with a population of 
20,000, owes two millions of dollars, on 
which interest to the amount ot $l_.00() has 
to be paid. A* a consequence taxation has 
become so high that property in the city is 
unsalable, anil houses are tillered to lot lor 
the taxes alone." 

Few citizens are governed as cheaply a* 
Albany; have fewor officers, or at lighter 
pay, or fewer costly undertakings; but wo 
have a debt, accumulated "in the good old 
times," for the ordinary expenses of govern- 
ment, and a debt contracted since lor the 
benefit of railroad corporations; and to 
meet the annual charge of interest on these 
all property nml industry must contribute. 

A million or two granted lo a ruilroiid 
will result in bringing trade lo a oity : hut 
if all is sunk and private capital beside, 
what is the effect upon property, manufac- 
tures and labor ! Will capital slay 1 1 1 a city 
taxed to meet the annual drain of interest f 
Can manufactures' lie economically con. 
ducted >.— Albany [N. V.) Argus.

Scarcely a journal comes to its that does tint 
contain ono or mow reports of outrages ot 
this character. The California Btprus says, 
that a gentleman sixty years old was rob- 
bed of 9950 on Wednesday lust by two foot 
pads. The old gentleman thanked them 
for sparing his life, and then proceeded to 
Culusi where he lold his story, and the 
Sheriff, with a posse went in pursuit of the 
robbers. The Sheriff found them at a house 
of a Mr. Singleterry, who assisted him to 
effect their capture. The Sheriffs pistol 
snapped, the robbers closed upon and dis- 
armed him a:id then hid themselves in the 
bushes. Tho Sheriff then got a posse of 
twenty-eight armed men from Colusi and 
again went in pursuit, and thoy were cap- 
tured in a blacksmith's shop, just north of 
the Uuttes. iMost of the money was re- 
covered.
